A great many of the candidates 
attended the count, which began in 
the National College of Art yester- 
day morning. Behind a barrier of 
trestles the officials scrutinised the 
long voting papers, some of them 
bearing 137 preferences marked, but 
most of them stopping short with a 
dozen or so. 

An early announcement revealed 
that the whole electorate of 354, 
made up- of members of the Dail 
and of seven representatives of each 
of our Borough and County Councils, 
had exercised their votes, but that 
one had been spoiled. The quota 
was announced to be a small frac- 
tion over 8 votes (8.032). . 

The myth of the non-political 
Senate was further shaken as the 
counting proceeded. Eighteen can-

didates nominated on the, cultural 
and educational panel by bodies 
which have no party affiliations, re- 
ceived no first preference votes. On 
the other hand, most of the candi- 
dates who received a number of first 
preference votes were men notable 
tor their strong. party connections. 
Candidates with attachments to the 
Fianna Fail party seemed to do 
particularly well on the early counts. 
This was all the more noteworthy 
in view of that party’s floss of 
strength in the Dail and in the 
County and Borough Councils, which 
form the electorate. Fine Gael 
candidates also did well in the early 
counts, notably General Mulcahy and 
Mr. G. Sweetman. |

The hearing was continued in 
Belfast Summons Court yesterday of 
Customs prosecutions against a 
number of-men for alleged dealing 
in. bóóda for the purpose of export. 
Eleven men in all were involved, 
and the cases against three have 
been adjourned for a week. The 
vroseeution alleges that there was 
“hi-jacking” and ‘‘double-crossing”’ 
amongst some of the men. Yesterday 
the eeearete reserved judgment 
against. William David MacLachlan, 
of Albertbridge road. Belfast, who 
was charged with dealing in 450 
ross of iron shods and 14 cwt. of 
t rivets. He admitted receiving 
£200 from Thomas Byrne, of Omeath, 
who  wás similarly charged . with 
dealing in the shods, but denied 
that he knew they were intended for 
export. Later he agreed to supply 
rivets. 
In a case against William Aiken, 
of. Great Victoria street, Belfast, 
described as managing director of 
John Aiken anda Son, Ltd., printers 
and book binders, who was charged 
with dealing in one and a half tons 
of wire; an adjournment was granted 
until ‘to-day to enable a witness 
from.

“We did not choose this war— 
and that ‘we’ includes each and 
every one of the United Nations. 

“ War was violently forced upon 
us by criminal aggressors, who 
measure their standards of morality 
by the extent of the death and 
destruction that they can _ inflict 
upen their neighbours. 

“In this war, Canadians and 
Americans fought shoulder to 
shoulder, as our men, our women 
and our children have worked 
together and played together in 
happier times of peace 

‘“To-day we are celebrating the 
brilliant victory won by British, 
Canadian and American fighting men 
in Sicily. 

““ A year ago Japan occupied seve- 
ral of the Aleutian islands on our 
side of the ocean, and made a great 
to-do about the invasion of the Con- 
tinent of America. 

“I regret to say that some Ameri- 
cans and some Canadians wished our 
Governments to withdraw from the 
Atlantic and the Mediterranean cam- 
paign and divert all our large com- 
bined strength for the removal of the 
Japanese from a few rocky specks in 
the North Pacific. 

‘To-day our wiser counsels have 
maintained our efforts in the Atlantic 
and the Mediterranean, on the China 
seas and in the south-west Pacific 
with ever-growing contributions, and 
in the north-west Pacific a relatively 
small campaign has been assisted by 
the Japanese themselves in the elim)- 
nation of the last Jap from Attu and 
Kiska. 

‘We have been told that Japs 
never surrender... Their headlong 
retreat satisfies us just as well. 
‘Great councils are being held 
here on the free and honoured soil 
of Canada—councils which look to 
the future conduct of this war and 
the years of building a new progress 
for mankind. 

“Through these councils, Cana- 
dians and Americans alike again 
werk with the wise.and good and 
gallant gentleman, the Prime Minis- 
ter of Great Britain.

POST-WAR WORLD 


“ Every dhe oí thé United Nations 
believes in real and lasting peace and 
justifies the sacrifices we are making, 
and our unanimity is as confident in 
seeking that goal. It is no secret 
that, at Quebec, there was much 
talk of the post-war world. That 
discussion was, doubtless, duplicated 
simultaneously in dozens of nations 
and hundreds of cities and among 
millions of people. : :

“IT am everlastingly angry only at 
those who assert vociferously that 
the Four Freedoms of the Atlantic 
Charter are nonsense, because they 
are unattainable. Those pm who 
lived a century and a half ago would 
have sneered and said that the 
Declaration of Independence was 
simply piffle. If they had lived 
nearly a thousand years ago they 
would have laughed uproariously at 
the work of Magna Carta. I would 
rather be a builder than a wrecker, 
hoping always that the structure of 
life is growing, not dying. The 
destroyers who still exist in our 
midst, like some of our euem.%s, 
have a long road to travel before 
they accept the ethics of humanity. 

‘“‘Some day in the distant future, 
perhaps, but some day with 
certainty, all of them will remember 
with the Master: ‘Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.’ ’’

White Paper's 
“Threat” to 
Catholics 


A threat to the existence of 
Catholic schools is contained in a 
White Paper on educational reform, 
declared the Catholic Hierarchy of 
England and Wales, in a statement 
issued. 

After welcoming the bold and com- 
prehensive scheme of reconstruction, 
it says:—‘‘ We regret to find that 
we shall still be penalised for our 
conscientious. convictions.’ We readily 
grant that an effort has been made 
to mitigate the injusticé under which 
we have suffered in the past. In 


spite Of all that, which we grate- 


fully acknowledge, we see in the 
White Paper a threat to the exist- 
ence of our schools. 

“Not for an instant do we sug- 
gest that. those responsible for the 
forthcoming bill would deliberately 
put us in such a position of danger. 
Our contention is.that they -have not 
safeguarded us against it. 

“ Tt is against. the conscience of 
Catholics to send their children to 
any but Catholic schools, but, in 


order to have Catholic schools, they 


must, in addition to the rates which 
they pay, make a further contribu- 
tion to the cost of education. 


Catholics have borne these crushing 


financial burdens for many years, 
and had hoped for relief in the 
in the future. It is our considered 
conviction that the demands fore- 
shadowed in the White Paper would 
impose an intolerable burden on our 
people. 

' “We are prepared for equitable 
negotiations regarding atholic 
schools in single-school areas. We 
trust that, before the education Bill 
is tabled, before it is too late to 
prevent disunity and  «vntention 
amongst the people of England and 
Wales, an equitable arrangement 
will be reached.’’

To the East, Ked Army headway 
in the battle for the Donetz coal- 
fields continued yesterday, with 
‘“‘considerable improvement’’ in the 
Soviet positions south of Izyum and 
south-west of Voroshilovgrad in the 
drive towards Stalino. ‘lwo strong 
coulter-attacks have been beaten ait 
on this sector—still referred to by 
Berlin as the Mius front, although 
the Russians claim to have pressed 
over 20 miles beyond the river's west 
bank, cut the south-bound railway 
to Taganrog, and captured several 
townships. 


MORE GAINS 


A frontline dispatch late last 
night said that the Germans are 
pushing fresh reinforcements into 
the battle, but that nevertheless the 
Russian advance is forcing them 
back and steadily widening the 
wedge smashed into the defences. 
North-west of Kharkov the Soviets 
reports the capture of 60 more town- 
ships, which suggests that Sumy— 
immediate objective of this advance 
towards Kunotop, on the Kursk rail- 
way to Kiev, is being enveloped 
from three sides in much the same 
way as was Kharkov before that city 
was stormed. 

Russian forces have captured two 
important bridgeheads in the Donetz 
Basin, and were yesterday pouring 
through gaps in the German lines, 
west of the jmportant base at 
Stalino. The Germans are still 
sending reserves to the threatened 
sector in an attempt to seal the 
breaches, says Reuters Moscow 
Correspondent. 

According to the same source, 
the Red Army is hammering the 
Germans along the whole of the 
250-mile southern front. 


AT BRYANSK 


The Red Army drive has slowed 
down at Bryansk, where the 
Germans have brought in their com- 
paratively new movable piNbox, a 
steel cupola, which is wheeled about 
on the battlefield and placed over 
machine-gun pits where required. 

The Russian communiqué stated 
that yesterday on’ all fronts 104 
German tanks. were disabled or -des- 
troyed and 98 aeroplanes shot down. 

A German account of the Donetz 
battles, broadcast yesterday, des- 
cribed the Red Army’s penetration 
as a ''Sluice Gate.” The renewed 
Soviet attacks on the Mius front 
were aimed at widening the breach 
made behind the German front. 
Berlin also reported that, after a 
lull of several days the Russians 
have renewed their attacks west of 
Vyazma, in the direction of 
Smolensk. The Soviet pincer move- 
ment daunched from Izyum is still 
gaining ground. 

Captain ‘Sertorius, the German 
military commentator, said last 
night that the eighth week of the 
Red Army’s offensive had witnessed 
new gigantic efforts by the Soviets 
on the whole southern wing of their 
front. On the Mius sector pressure 
had especially assumed considerable 
proportions. 

The position on their southern 
flank in Russia appears to be so 
critical that the Germans will have 


‘to bring up reinforcements rapidly 


in order to hold up the Red Army’s 
advance, said a Swedish Radio 
military commentator last night.— 
(Press Association and Reuter.)

Justice 


| N attempt to bribe District 
A Justice Charles A. Flattery, 
Aileach, Rathbraughan, Sligo, 
was described at a special sitting 
of Collooney Court vesterday before 
District Justice - J. i . Guy, 
Ballina, when Mrs. Annie Rochford, 
midwife, of Teeling street; Bally- 
mote, was fined £15, with £2 15s. 
— 
he charge was a sequel to a 
prosecution brought against her 
daughter, Mrs. May Faul, for 
the larceny of articles, the pro- 
perty of Mrs. Amelia Wilson, 
wife of the Rev. C. G. Wilson, 
Rector, Tobercurry. Mother and 
daughter were charged with re- 
ceiving the goods, which included 
food, kitchen ware and clothing 
(value £3 15s.), knowing them to 
have been stolen. Mr. O'Neill said 
that in February the allegations of 
larceny and receiving were made 
against Mrs. Faul, who was then un- 
married and was in the employment 
of Mrs. Wilson. Summonses were 
issued against both defendants to 
attend Court on March 11th. 

On March 7th, a letter was de- 
livered to Mr. Flattery at his 
home.

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The Far East 


_ Th some respects the history of 
the war in the Far East has been 
evén more interesting than that 
of the war in Europe. The 
Japanese am an eminently prac- 
tical people. They struck their 
first blow at the end of 1941, when 
the United States, unsuspecting, 
was concentrating all its energies 
upon the manufacture of war 
materials for Great Britain and 
their safe transmission across the 
Atlantic. Having immobilised 
tho United States by the spec- 
tacular raid on Pearl Harbour, 
they proceeded to sweep south- 
wards, J'rench Indo-China ...id 
Siam were already under their 
authority; step by step, the 
Netherlands East Indies and the 
whole chain of islands fringing 
the Northern coast of Australia 
fell to them, while the occupation 
of Malaya and Burma made them 
-dangerously . near neighbours to 
India. It was a ticklish time for 
the Allies, who had no means of 
knowing where the next blow 
would fall. Would it be directed 
against Australia, or against 
India? For over a year the world 
has been on tenterhooks—but, in 
particular, Australia and India. 
Lord Wavell—then Sir Archibald 
Wavell, in supremo command of 
Indian defence—refused to take 
any chances; he did everything in 
his power to bring the Depen- 
dency’s defences up to the highest 
possible degree of efficiency. ‘“he 
Australian Government made no 
secret of its belief that the 
peril of an attack by Japan 
Was very real; and there is no 
doubt that Australia. nowadays 
is far stronger than she was a 
year ago. Nevertheless, the 
Japanese confounded all expecta- 
tions; they invaded neither Aus- 
tralia nor India; they have not 
gained, or sought to gain, a 
square inch of territory duriug 
the past year—indeed, they have 
lost: a certain amount of ground. 
All the offensive action, since the 
great rush stopped, has been 
tuken by the Anglo-American 
Allies, who have inflicted several 
defeats on their enemy by sea, 
have recaptured several islands to 
the north-east of Australia, have 
established, to all appearances, 
their mastery in the air, and with- 


|in the past few days have regained 


control of the Aleutian chain of 
islands, which marked the limit 
of the Japanese advance in the 
Northern Pacific. What, in fact, 
is happening? The prevailing 
view nowadays is tha the 
Japanese never had any intention 
of striking at India or Australia 
—unless, indeed, the course of 
the war in Europe should have 
justified them in so bold a step— 
and are satisfied with what they 
have. They are masters of a terri- 
troy as large as the United 
States, as rich a territory as 
exists. In timber, án foedstufis, 
in minerals, in rubber, it is more 
than rich, and we can be certain 
that the skilful ‘‘ exploitation’’ 
of the Japanese will make all pos- 
sible use of these resources. 
Labour is there in abundance— 
including, says The Times, indus- 
trial workers enough to man the 
shipyards of Japan herself and of 
occupied China. This is the new 
domain which the Japanese are 
organising with all their energy 
behind the scenes: who can be 
surprised that, having acquired so 
much, they should forbear to risk 
its loss by further adventures? 
The weakness of their position is, 
however, that the domain is a 
maritime one. It consists entirely 
of islands and of coastal regions, 
and demands large supplies of 
shipping, which will be vulnerable 
when, and if, the Allies are 
strong enough to conduct a reso- 
lute counter-offensive. All the 


will be undertaken in the near 
future. American opinion mani- 
festly insists upon it, and, to 
judge’ from the official statement 
that was issued after the close of 
the Quebec Conference, prepara- 
tions are being made. The mili- 
tary discussions there, runs the 
statement, turned, very largely 
upon the war against Japan and 
the bringing of effective aid to 
China. A phrase of such precision 
hardly can mean less than a 
counter-offensive of real magni- 
tude. More ‘‘ suggestive’’ still is 
this morning’s news that South- 
east Asia has been constituted a 
separate Command, ‘‘ for conduct- 
ing operations based on India and 
Ceylon against Japan,’’ and that 
Lord Louis Mountbatten, who, as 
Chief of Combined Operations, 
bears the highest responsibility 
for Great Britain’s present tactics 
of offence, has been placed in 
charge of it.

Spelling 


It has been suggested that a 
major difficulty in the way of 
the adoption of English as a 
universal alternative language 
may be found in the inflexible 
intricacy of modern spelling. A 
writer in the Manchester Guardiun, 
commenting on this suggestion, 
points out that it is necessary to 
stress “the “word “modern,” 
because the rigidity of English 
spelling is comparatively new. 
Under George III., he says, the 
heir to the throne of England 
could write “uggly,’” and a 
young lady about the Court 
might complain about the atten- 
tions of the “ knatts,’’ without 
any adverse reflection upon their 
education. Evelyn an! Pepys 
might spel] a word in one way on 
Monday, and spell the same word 
in quite a different way on the 
following Wednesday, while even 
family names might be rendered 
in a variety of ways, William 
Shakespeare is a case in point. 
Although Shakespeare’ earned 
more fame for the English 
language than any other writer 
since the beginning of time, he, 
apparently, never learned to spell 
his own name; at any rate, in 
the few allegedly authentic 
examples of his signature which 
still exist, the word is spelled m 
a variety of ways from the current 
form of the word, to something 
like . “ Shagspear.” Neverthe- 
less, with the writer in the 
Manchester Guardian, we may 
ask whether anybody was the 
worse off for this liberty? It is 
quite certain that, however the 
word Shakespeare may have been 
spelled on the programmes of the 
Globe Theatre on first nights, 
none of the patrons of that 
theatre ever confused the Swan of 
Avon: with any- of his less illus- 
trious compeers, and, although 
some three hundred years have 
passed since his death, there has 
been no other poet or dramatist 
who possibly could be confused 
with him. If a certain degree. of 
laxity in spelling became general, 
there is no doubt that many 
people would regard it as a 
welcome reformation. Foreigners 
attempting to learn the language 
would have less difficulty in 
putting their thoughts on paper, 
and short-hand typists would find 
life a great deal more pleasant. 
Here in Ireland the reform would 
come easily; for we are. accus- 
tomed to a certain vagueness in 
the spelling of Irish names. We 
are informed that there are no 
less than four authoritative 
spellings of the President’s name, 
while most Irish place-names 
invite a bewildering number of 
varied versions.

The companies 
saw that the general effect, boch 
psychological and physical, was not 
good, and decided to do something 
about it, Workers and those who 
have to be about during the lute 
evenings are already appreciating 
the increased lighting in "buses, 
trams and trolley-’buses. Not only 
is there a general brightening of thw 
interior, but it is now possible to 
read in almost every part of the 
vehicle. ‘There are 7, more 
lights in trams; the 36,750 shades in 
trolley-’buses have been altered to 
allow more light to ‘spill,’ and the 
obscuring spots painted on 120,00U 
light bulbs on ‘buses have been 
removed. 


Utility Furniture 


One of the great difficulties in 
the way of newly-married couples 
who wanted to start their own home 
instead .of living in furnished flats 
has been the shortage of furniture. 
Even second-hand furniture, when 
procurable, cost ¢éxorbitant prices, 
The Government put down the price 
ramp and decided to manufacture 
utility furniture, severely practical 
in design, but which could be made 
with an economy of labour. But 
delivery has been slow. Many newly- 
married couples are forced to start 
their lives together in empty homes, 
because delivery of utility furniture 
takes so long. The minimum time 
for delivery of furniture—according 
to five furniture stores yesterday—is 
three months. One store is actually 
lending furniture to some couples to 
save them from sleeping on baie 
boards.

Societies and other societies enga 

in the battle against crime, there 
had been since last year a new body 
whith has flung into the strugyle 


ithe zeal of a youthful organisation, 


It is the Legion of Mary, which, 
about a year ago, added to its other 
activities voluntary work among the 
offenders on probation. 

This week I had the opportunity 
of going out with two of its members 
on an evening’s visiting. The area 
allotted them was a sector of. the 
city’s central slum area, whose 
furthest Point is about half-a-mile 
from O’Connell Bridge, and in this 
urea they had five cases to visit, all 
of which they had visited before. 

My companions were two young 
men in their mid-twenties, one a 
clerk and the other a grocery 
assistant, both of them engaged wn 
this work for the past year. ‘I'herc 
was nothing out of the ordinary 
about their apyéarance, and 1 shoud 
think that anyone seeing them go 
about their business would imagine 
that ‘they were on their way to a 
cinenla, or perhaps to greyhound 
racing. 


MEETING OFFENDERS 


The dwelling-places of all the five 
boys on their list were two-room 
apartments, all of them fairly 
crowded, and all the parents, with 
one exception, so far as I could find, 
seemed to. be fairly decent people, 
considering their circumstances. The 
exception was ane mother, who was 
not at home, and who never had 
been- at home at any previous visit, 
and who had condoned her son’s 
larceny by sending him out to sell 
the goods he had stolen. Only at 
the first two places, however, could 
we see the people clearly. By the 
time we got to the other dwellings 
it was dark, and apparently these 
homes are never lighted, except pos- 
sibly for a brief period of candle- 
light as they go to bed. 

Here are some notes of the indivi- 
dual cases we visited :— 

(1) sg 17. Found loitering at 
l a.m. None of the family at home, 
Dwelling was a basement in an old 
five-storey tenement house, probably 
over-run with cockroaches, and pos- 
sibly rats. The entrance was through 
a hall-way, giving view of a tiny 
yard, containing the tenement’s only 
water tap, and with vegetable refuse 
lying around. 

(2) Age 12. Had stolen tins of milk 
from a shop, and had broken into 
a school and done serious damage to 
books and furniture. Dwelling was 
a flat in a new Corporation block of 
flats. Boy had a T.B. ankle, but 
seemed fairly agile. Asked about 
going to-school, said he did not go 
because he had nó boots. Later said 
school would not take him. Promised 
very  half-heartedly to present

Despite 
the difficulties of their. home life, 
most .of the boys were doing 
moderately well, and there was the 
occasional great change, at which 
they had assisted a parent who had 
probably not kept her home properly 
for years, starting to clean it up 


from top to bottom.
